I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Rc^^ort  for  the  yeor  196O.  . 

The  estimated  mid  ye-^x  populcation  iat-s  6,990,  an  increase  of  14O  over 
that  of  the  oreoeeding  year. 

109  live,  births,  of  which  6 were  illegitimate,  v/ere  r0g’ister'3d  during 
the  year  and  there  were  88  deaths  from  all  ca.uses. 

The  birth  rate,  15*59,  was  appreciably  higher  than  la.st  year  and  agaan 
slightly  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  17.1.  The  illegitimate 
’live  births  account 080  for  5>5fo  of  the  total  live  births. 

There  were  3 still  births  during  the  yocr,  o.ll  legitimate,  giving  a 
still  birth  rate  of  27  (i^er  1,000  live  and  still  births).  The  England  and 
Wales  rate  was  19.7. 


The  births  comparcability  fojotor,  the  ratio  of  the  national  to  the  local 
fertility  index,  wcx  1.00. 

The  number  of  deaths,  88,  was  higher  then  the  average  for  the  past  10 
yeors,  and  of  course  much  higher  than  la.st  '.ew  record  of  57*  This 

gave  a death  rate  of  12.73*  ^ihe  Englcnd  and  Wales  rate  was  11.5* 

The  deaths  comparability  factor  was  O.87. 

There  were  5 infant  deaths,  all  legitimate  and  all  occurring  under 
i week  of  , age.  In  each  case  the  cause  of  death  w:.s  recorded  as  x-> rematurity. 
As  a result  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  very  hi^,  45 coi-npared  with  the 
England  and  Wales  rate  of  21.5. 

Pneumonica  was  the  only  infectious  disea-se  to  cause  ajuy  deaths  - 10  this 
year  a.s  compaxed  with  4 last  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEISES 

During  the.,ye'ix  430  c,ases  of  infectious  disea,se  were  notified  and,  for 
this  large  number,  3 rmajor  outbreaks  were  responsible,  viz.  sonne  dysentery  in 
the  first  ha.lf  of  the  yeax  and  measles  and  -vb-ooxoing  cough  in  the  second  half. 

Sonne  Dysentery.  A totaJL  number  of  123  cas.es  of  this  disease  wan  notified; 
n 'avert heless  I am  certain  that  this  does  not  represent  the  total  incidence  of 
the  disease. 

In  general  sonne  dysentery  is  mild  in  chaxacter  - it  is  also  highly 
infectious  an  is  seen  by  the  laxgish  nu'^ber  of  mothers  who  contrajcted  the 
disease  from  one-  or  other  of  their  children.  Previous  experience  has  shown 
that  the  more  one  looks  for  the  disease  the  more  cases  will  be  brought  to 
notice.

The  outbreak  begen  in  Januejry  196O.  i.t  that  tine  it  -was  conmon  kno-'.vlecige 
that  there  had  been  a considerable  enount  of  dysentery  in  Norv-'/ich  at  the  end  of 
'1 959*  Quite  a large  nuinber  of  residents  of  Derohani  travel  daily  to  a.nd  fron 
Nor'wich  in  the  course  of  their  v^rk  and  vice  versa.  r. 


The  diarrhoea  of  sonne  dysentery  can  bo  very  slight,  so  much  so  that  mothers 
na.y  not  pay  attention  to  a.  single  loose  motion  and  do  not  consider  it  'woidih  -vhilG 
to  call  in  the  fajoily  doctor.  Gontrany  to  irbiat  some  believe  it  is  not  an  essential 
feature  of  the  disease  to  be  able  to  see  blood  cond  mucus  in  the  motion  vath  the 
naJced  eye.  V/hen  the  diarrhoea^  is  so  slight  the  child  is  not  kept  amy  from  school 
ndj  being  a.  carrier,  can  transmit  the  infection  to  other  children.

Experience  during  the  yean  has  atgain  confirmed  the  need  for  mothers  to  be-ware 
of  “simple”  dia.rrhoea.  and  equally  for  genera.l  practitioners  to  notify  promptly 
cases  of  dysentery  and  to  make  full  use  of  the  labored ory  services  for  correct 
diagnosis  esx)ecially  ad  the  hegining  of  can  outbreak:. 

These  simple  ^nocedures  are  very  necessany  if  an  outbreak:  of  sonne  dysenter^^ 
is  to  be  brou.ght  quickly  under  control. 

Some  believe  thad  Hoadth  Education  is  the  prerogative  of  tho  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Nothing  could  bo  further  from  the  truth  and,  in  the  case  of  sonne 
dysentery,  the  initial  education  ought  to  be  undortaJaen  by  the  general  practitioner 
called  in  to  treat  the  case. 


The  outbreak  centred  round  London  Road  School  for  some  reason  ^vhich  I could 
never  understand^  The  kitchen  stalf  cerdalnly  v/ore  not  to  blame  and,  so  far  as 
could  be  seen,  all  preventive  measures  -wore  rigidly  enforced  even  to  having  tho 
toilets  cleaned  mth  disinfectant  tmce  during  the  day.  Th.e  Easter  ho lida.y  break

The  exclusion  of  cases  from  school  ms  highly  unpopular  and  eventually  resulted 
in:lhe  concealment  of  the  disease. 

It  yHI  be  recalled  that  the  sumiier  of  196O  wan  an  exceptionally  good  one  for 
the  most  part.  “Canrier”  children  could  handly  be  blamed  for  going  out  to  pia.y 
mth  others.  fortunately  the  dometic  fly  did  not  appoan  to  pla^y  any  part  in  the 
spread  of  the  disease  viiich  suddenly  died  out  af  the  end  of  mugust. 

Widespread  use  -wa-s  made  of  the  pamphlet  on  “Dysentery”  issued  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education.  The  Education  Gomi.lttee  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  issued  instructions  to  Head  Toaohers  on  the  subject. 


Certain  important  problems  arise  in  am  outbreak  of  dysentery, 

(1)  The  question  of  school  closure. 

(2)  The  lack  of  amy  Irniown  drug  •vtoch  -will  kill  the  germ  a.nd  so  got  rid 
of  the  carrier  state.  This  is  the  crux  of  tho  problem. 

(3)  Tho  action  to  bo  taken  when  the  family  is  going  amy  from  homo 
on  holiday, 

(if)  Tho  loss  of  eduoalion  by  children  who,  being  ca.rriers,  a.ro  required 
to  stay  a.way  from  school, 

(5)  The  0-  ction  to  ho  taken  whore  dysentery  occurs  in  the  faanilijs  of  food 
hamdlors,  and  in  particular  the  lioenceos  of  public  houses.

Treatment  is  relatively  uniport  ant  in  sonno  dysentery  -*  the  carrier 
state  is  extremely  important,  ^ 

Folio-wing  on  an  article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  on  the 
"'Treatment  of  Dysentery"  I wrote  a letter  to  the  JoumeJ.  on  the  above 
probl<3ms  in  the  hope  that  some  discussion  would  be  initiated,  I regret 
to  inform  you  that  the  only  result  -was  a visit  from  a conxnercial 
tra-veller  -v^oae  fim  was  interested  in  the  problem,  of  dysentery.  In 
the  circumstances  this  visit  was  appreciated. 

In  the  prevention  of  dysentery  imch  0mphe..sis  is  laid  on  the  -washing 
of  hands  and  very  rightly  so.  I -would  suggest  thob  cold  water  in  the 
•winter  months  is  hardly  likely  to  coninend  itself  to  a child  or  adult  -v^o 
has  had  dysentery.  The  provision  of  hot  water  in  all  schools  for  hand 
-washing  is  one  of  the  improvements  -vAiich  are  long  ovordne. 

I consider  also  thob,  in  the  hone,  the  provision  of  hot  -water  in  W.C*s 
-v\hioh  exe  separate  from  the  bathroom,  is  another  -worth  while  pro-vLsion. 

You  will  recall  that  during  the  year  this  Council  did  pass  a resolution 
making  such  provision  in  all  future  Council  houses.  Consideration  should, 
also  be  given  to  this  aispect  -v^en  the  older  Council  houses  arc  modernised. 

This  suggestion  could  also  be  considered  in  the  plans  submitted  by 
private  builders, 

Moa.sles , The  disease  occurs  on  a.  large  scale  every  other  year  on  the 
avero-ge  and  accounts  for  the  191  causes  notified, 

liVhocrping  Coupli,  IO3  cases  -were  not ifi eel  and  this  easily  surpasses  any 
other  year,  35  oases  occurred  under  the  ago  of  5 ^"^d  of  these  19  were 
immunised  against  -v^iiooping  cough.  This  figure  may  seem  disturbing  and, 
althou^  some  of  the  cases  were  more  severe  than  in  i^re-vLous  years  I ha.ve 
not  come  across  a mother  -v^o  -was  anti  whooping  cou^  immunisation,

Food  Poisoning,  T-wo  oases  were  notified,  both  Salmonella,  typhimurium 
infection.  The  first  case  occurred  in  February  -when  dysentery  -was  prevalent 
and  -was  originally  notified  as  dysentery,  . - . - 

The  second  case  occurred,  in  -.u gust  and  by  a curious  coincidence  was  a. 
sister  of  the  first  case.  Unfortunately  the  brother  -would  not  cooperate';by 
submitting  further  spoolnens. 

The  folio-wing  tobies  give  (a)  the  total  notifications  -with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  three  yeoj^s,  and  (b)  the  a.ge 
distribution.

Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Pour  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  ceuse  during  the  year  - c-ll  males 
vhoe  ages  were  51,  57,  64  and  69  respectively. 

This  number  con  not  be  viewed  mth  complacency  as  only  in  one  yem, 
since  separate  records  for  this  cause  of  deaths  were  begun  10  yecars  ago, 
has  a similar  nurnber  been  recorded.  It  ma.y  be  significant  tha.t  your 
neighbouring  district  has  also  hOud  a higli  mortality  from  lung  cancer  this 
year.

Mental  Health  - Adiiiinistration • 

’ Mr.  A.  Boothman,  Welfare  Officer,  remained  in  charge. 


The  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  came  into  operation  on  1st  Novemher, 
i960,  and  adters  the  method  of  admission'  of  patients  to  hospital. 


During  the  year  patients  were  dealt  with  under  the  old  provisions  as 
well  as  the  new.  Briefly  the  1959  Act  provides  for  admission  as  follows: 

Informal  - the  procedure  is  the  same  as  that  for  admission  to 

any.  hoj^Dital  and  in  fact  was  being  implemented  for 
several  months  before  the  passing  of  the  Act.

Eor  observation  for  ,a  period  of  28  days. 


Section  29 


Emergency  admission  for  3 days. 


Section  26. 


Treatment  admission;  the  -poriod  is  not  stipulated 
and  is  subject  to  review. 


Appliceations  for  admission  can  be  made  by  a relative  or  by  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  and  a.pplicaution  must  be  supported  by  a medical  recommendation. 
Under  one  section  or  another  19  patients  wore  admitted  to  hospital  during  the 
year. 


Mental  Defectives. 


Under  the  1959  Act  no  provision  is  made  for  "Statutory  Sujpervision", 
and  the  term  "mental  defective"  has  been  replaced  by  the  terms  "subnormal 
Iverson"  - formerly  feeble  minded  person,  and  "severely  subnormal  person" 
- fomerly  imbeciles  and  idiots.  These  persons  will  continue  to  receive 
friendly  guidance  and  advice,  which  might  be  termed  "friendly  oversight" 
and  provision  for  attending  Training  Centres  and  Social  Centres,  and 
receiving  home  teaching,  "\.vhere  appropriate,  will  continue.

The  sugr;estion  was  acceptable  in  view  of  the  difficulties 
in  operaling  the  works  and  much  time  wa.s  lost  in  disj^roving  it  before 
other  cans  os  were  invest  igaled.  It  was  eventually  discovered  that  the 
smells  seemed  to  coincide  mth  the  times  of  discharging  steeps  from  local 
maltings  and  when  their  balancing  tanks  were  cleaned  it  disappeared.  The
